Eisenhower had appealed to 
the Russians, particularly 
Zhukov, to accept his word as 4 
soldier that the United States 
would never be.a party to an 
aggression and that Russia had 
nothing to fear from the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

Bulganin replied that he ac-

cepted Eisenhower's words and 
promises but that since the pre- 
sident had left NATO head- 
quarters some individuals had 
made statements contrary to 
his as,to the aims of NATO 

Bulganin added: 

“Conditions are not yet ripe 
for the reunification of Ger- 
many. The task of reunifying 
Germany must be-realized in-a 
different way to that proposed 
by Britain, and it should be de- 
cided in its good time, step by 
step.” 

Prime Minister Eden said in 
the meeting that all of the Big 
Four had agreed on the princi- 
ple of German unification but 
there were differences over tim- 
ing and method. He quoted 
from Bulganin’s speech Monday 
to the effect that creation of an 
effective security system in 
Europe would establish the 
necessary precondition for unit- 
ing Germany. 


Eden Says Red Way Too Long 


Eden said there were differ 
ent types of security pacts and 
that the all-European system 
proposed by Bulganin would 
take a long time to develop. He 
suggested that his proposal for 
a pact of the Big Four plus 
Germany would provide a 
quicker and simpler way. That, 
he argued, would speed the for- 
mation of conditions for uniting 
Germany. 

Premier Faure, who served 
as the chairman today, began 
the afternoon's discussion with 
a plea also for German unity in 
the shortest possible time. A 
unified Germany is- essential, 
he said, and any unusual delay 
would mean no unification at 
all 

Bulganin said that he recog- 
nized the importance of German 
unification but repeated that a 
united Germany would depend 
on a Germany free from exist 
ing military obligations and a 
——— |Germany which would not un- 
dertake new obligations from 
the West or with NATO. 

Western reaction to Bulgan 
in's reply could not be learned 
but it had been widely consid- 
ered that hope for success of 
the conference hinged upon the 
extent to which Russia was will- 
ing to accept the Western pro- 
4 | Dosals on the German issue.

these columns was pathetically weak 
and far below his usual knock-down- 
and-drag-out standard of contro- 
versy.

While these economies are re- 
quired to permit concentration on 
heavy industry investment, it is be- 
lieved that even in this top priority 
field estimates will have to be 
lowered. 

The picture is not encouraging to 
Red Chinese eyes. Though the na-| 
tion may be conditioned to austerity 
—and its leaders can recall the days 
when they lived in Yenan caves—the 
bright promise of the new China 
shines with restricted lustre. Partly, 
of course, this is the result of natural 
disasters in a land where flood and 
famine are historically familiar. Part- 
ly, it may be reasonably assumed, ‘it 
is the result of too optimistic a con- 
cept of the powers of a new regim2 
to bring peace and plenty to the 
people. 

Whatever the cause the outcome 
may be an important factor in Chi- 
nese international policy in the im- 
mediate future, though whether con- 
ditions at home will stimulate an out- 
side diversion or cause a reduction 
in_belligerency to permit concentra- 
tion on domestic affairs, is a matter 
of speculation: 


The Men Behind the Wheels 


HE NEW YORK TIMES RIGHT- 

ly describes as “an alarming sit- 
uation” the fact that mathematics 
and the sciences are being badly neg- 
lected in the United States educa- 
tional system. “‘Only about half of cur 
high schools offer courses in chetnis- 
try or physics, and less than five per 
cent of our high school students 
study physics,” says a Times edi- 
torial. Less than a quarter of high 
school students study algebra, and 
little more than ten per cent take 
geometry, the journal adds. And only 
one in three of the science teachers 
needed is properly qualified. 

In an age in which chemistry, 
physics and mathematics are the 
three keys to daily existence, that ap- 
pears to be a dangerous situation. If 
man is to manage the tools he has 
discovered. he must have the knowl- 
edge that is necessary. If he is to 
make further progress in mastering 
his environment in the way he has 
chosen—through science—then the 
theoreticians, the technicians and the 
engineers must be provided. 

Only if the schools give budding 
mathematicians, chemists and physi- 
cists the proper elementary ground- 
ing in these subjects can the neces- 
sary large body of trained men and 
women be recruited. 

It will be noted that although the 
United States has been the leader in 
developing the atomic and hydrogen 
bombs, and many of the peacetime 
uses of the atom, much of the theo- 
retical work and a great deal of the 
Jatter practical work was carried out 
by ‘men from other countries. 


\ 


England provided a large part of 
the. mathematical. background for 
atomic progress; Austria, Germany, 
France, Italy and other areas of 
Europe made their contributions in 
brains and technique. Scientists from 
these countries went to the United 
States to help the atomic war effert 
Many of them remained and today 
they provide a corps of experts in the 
continuing search for atomic mas- 


tery. By all accounts Russia has con- | 
centrated the work: of Soviet scien- | 


tists on the atom, with successes that 
have surprised the West. 

All this adds up to the fact that 
if the United States is to maintain its 
advance in the age of science it must 
provide the skilled experts to do it. 
And, in the present tense state of 
world affairs, more than mere techni- 
cal progress depends on it; the mili- 
tary security of the state itself may 
be af issue.

The story is a little tired. The bread- 
winner finds his wolf-about-town protesta- 
tions fading to a watery television pink. He 
moans over his own cookery and the conven- 
tional column winds up in'a garbage can of 
empty. tins, unwashed dishes, unmade beds 
and a. weak-kneed longing -for a return of 
the spouse: 

It's different in our house. The boss has 
been away with two-thirds of the kids. Num- 
ber One Girl, who is working, has dubbed in 
as temporary deputy cook. Number One Girl 
prides herself on efficiency. The dishes are 
all washed. Her bed is made, and if another 
one is rumpled at least the bedroom door is 
closed and nobody notices 

And Number One Girl has taken Domestic 
Science. She's improving on it now. Domes- 
tic Science teachers, it appears, have a few 
old-fashioned ideas, like the time it takes to 
hard boil an egg. If Domestic Science allows 
15 minutes for a hard-boiled egg, the modern 
seientist (feminine adolescent} knows it can 
be done in 10. So the young scientific mind 
figures, in the interests of progress, it should 
not take more than eight. Why not? They 
have cut the time for the mile to less than 
four minutes, haven't they? 


SOFT-HEARTED 


So we have eight.minute hard-boiled eggs 
in our house. And it’s just a little unfortunate 
that eggs.in the refrigerator take a while to 
thaw before they start the boiling process 
Still, for something new in salads, you might 
try an eight-minute egg straight from the ice 
box.

If his blunted knife just makes a rubbing, 
friction sound as it passes over the warmed, 
formerly frozen pork chops, he doesn't come 
right out and say the meat isn't cooked. He 
merely goes into a discussion of trichinosis. 
Then he suddenly remembers he has to move 
the garden hose and asks the deputy summer 
cook if she'd mind putting his chops back in 
the fry pan to keep warm while he goes out 
to change the sprinkler. Fifteen minutes on 
the irrigation project, and pork chops may 
be cooked. 

Or he can be a little more fantastic if the 
meal is built around frozen minute steaks, 
Beef, he'll explain to the deputy summer cook, 
doesn’t have to be cooked too much. Torchy 
Peden used to eat it almost raw when he was 
six-day bike riding But there's always a 
danger, he points out, that the beef, chilled 
in the packing plant, and butcher shop, may

ONDON —Some of the famous English

parents who want to get children into them, 
“Where do the parents find the money— 
and why?” asks “Candidus,” writing in the 
Daily Sketch. “Some par- 
ents find the money by 
cashing insurance and do- 
ing without holidays and 
the luxuries of life. But 
why do they do it?” 
He says that he has 
tried to explain why to a 
number of North American 
friends but without suc- 
cess. They can't understand. 
Some American and Cana- 
Reyburn dian parents do the same 
thing but, he says, they are so exceptional 
as to be almost eccentric. Certainly no par- 
ents in North America would put their chil- 
dren into boarding school unless they could 
afford it. And the vast majority wouldn't do 
it, even if they got the education free. 


According to Candidus, a violent Socialist 
would say contemptuously that the parents 
had no other motive than social climbing 
and snobbery. “That simply won't do. If 
a mother wears the same frock for five 
years running, and a father resigns from 
his club to pay school fees, they aren't 
doing any social climbing, except down- 
wards.

Born at Elmbank, Ont., 
son of a blacksmith, Jim Speers 
came to Winnipeg as a’ hare 
vester when he was 18. He lett 
five years later for Old Battle- 
ford in northern Saskatchewan, 
bent on making good 

With little money, but a 'arge 
store of determination, courage 
and an acute trading sense, he 
prospered in the grain and live- 
Stock business. 

His cattle business 
back to Winnipeg in 1920 and 
he decided to try operating a 
race meeting With two >art- 
ners, he leased River Park ia 
1922 and in 1924 he built Whit- 
tier Park 

A year later he built Polo 
Park in Winnipeg and following 
that built Chinook Park in Cal- 
gary. 

SUCCESS STORY 

The turning point in his 
career came during the height 
of the depression. In 1931, after 
trying unsuccessfully to start a 
breeding farm, he went to Ken- 
tucky to pick up a good sire. 

He had about $1,500 
started bidding strongly 
wound with excellent 
mares for $6,000 He had 
spoken to the treasurer “wno 
ha@@trusted him for the remain- 
ing $4,500 

Those mares ‘were the 
nucleus of the present thorough- 
bred population of western Can- 
ada and many in the east. 

They and their progeny have 
produced more foals that have 
won more races and more 
money than any other stable in 
the west. However, he never 
realized his life-long ambitien— 
to. own a King’s or Queen's 
Plate winner 

He held such positions as 
managing director of the Winni- 
peg Jockey Club at Polo Park;

BRIDGE LESSON 


By Oswald Jacoby 


This column usually urges you to become as good 
a bridgt player as possible, but today’s hand shows the 
other side of the picture. Any average player would 
make six no-trump With today’s hand, but an expert 
found a-logical way to go down! 

West opened the king 
of clubs, and declarer 
cautiously refused the 
first trick. West con- 
tinued with the queen of 
clubs, and dummy took 
the ace. East discarded 
a small spade, thus 
giving declarer the be- 
ginning of .a count. 
Declarer next took the 
three top spades, discard- 
ing a club from the 
dummy. West also dis- 
carded a club on the 
third spade, and South 
therefore knew that 
West had begun with 
exactly five clubs and 
two spades. 
South’s next move was 
to try out the diamonds. 
He Jed to the queen of 
diamonds, cashed the ace 
of hearts, and then took the ace and king of diamonds, 
West discarded another low club, thus giving South a 
complete count on the hand. It was clear that West's 
six red cards were (to begin with) four hearts and two 
diamonds. 

Most average players wouldn't notice all of this. 
They would cash the top hearts in the hope of dropping 
the jack. This plan would succeed, and they would 
make the slam contract. 

The expert South knew that West had started with

Costly Living 

If we had not purchased our 
Intourist™ coupons outside 
Russia with Canadian dollars 
(although with a great deal of 
red tape and a few.days wait 
you’can also achieve this a a 
State bank) we would never 
have been able to affori our 
accommodation. As it was, it 
cost $19 a day for all our living 
expenses if we ate at Intourist 
hotels.and used their -ars. 
When it came to shopping, the 
rate made it prohibitive 

Nor can you obtain a true 
value of what the Russian pays 
for his merchandise, But the 
fact that no more than 10 per 
cent is paid by the head of the 
family for rent and income tax, 
indicates that they have most 
of their salary for their needs. 
Our guide was paid 400 roubles 
a week, equivalent . to $400 a 
month in our money. Her hus 
band worked in the Foreign de 
partment and she.had two 
children with a woman to look 
after them, We never did see 
her apartment, nor were we in 
vited into a home.
